LONDON, March 9.—The Indian crisis, which has developed a 
sensation, if anythingexceeding the recent crisis over the premier- 
ship, threatens to involve the premier and the Coalition in still 
graver difficulties. The resignation of Edwin S. Montagu, secretary 
for India, which in many quarters is called a dismissal, has excited

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Speech From The Throne Outlines 
Legislative Program for Session; 
Many Questions aud Proposals 


Ottawa, March 9.—In the speech from the throne, read by the governor-general, at the formal 
opening. of parliament this afternoon, the Liberal government announced its legislative program for 

€ session. 

The speech refers to the fact that Canada has not escaped the 
world-wide industrial depression, but expresses the opinion that 
observers of the business barometer ‘‘feel that the worst is about 
over, and that at an early date we may look for a substantial revival 
of activity.’’ In this regard, it speaks of the unemployment meas- 
ures already undertaken by the government, 

The long standing question of granting the control of the nat- 
ural resources of the three western provinces to their respective 
governments, has engaged the attention of my ministers, Sympath- 
izing with the desire of the authorities of these provinees, which 
have now advanced into maturity, to have the same control and 
management of their resources as is possessed by the older provinces, 
my government has made a proposal to the governments of the 
several provinces concerned, which, it is hoped, may lead to a satis- 
factory settlement of the question at an early date.

Health

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Reciprocity Or No Pulp Wood? 


Mr. Fielding found the atmos- 
phere decidedly chilly at Washing- 
ton, altogether too much so for the 
successful propagation of a reci- 
procity plant. The statesmen at 
the southern capital are not favor- 
able to the idea of admitting 
Canadian farm products free o 
duty to their markets while United 
States products are seeking mar- 
kets abroad and prices are down. 
The Agricultural Bloc in Congress 
should be spelled with ‘‘k’’ at the 
end of it. It is the organised 
farmers of the United States who 
are now blocking reciprocity, as it 
was the organised manufacturers 
of Canada who blocked it eleven 
years ago, 

That does not encourage hope 
that the blockade is only tempor- 
ary and that the outlook for bet- 
ter trade relations will shortly im- 
prove. Ifthe United States farm- 
er has attained power to dictate 
the fiscal policy of the country 
in his own interests he is likely 
to retain it indefinitely. And if 
he is convinced now that it is to 
his interests to keep out Canadian 
products the chances are regret- 
ably strong that he will be like- 
minded for years tocome. Disap- 
pointing as it is from the stand- 
point of the Canadian farmer, and 
of Canadian interests generally, 
the fact may as well be accepted 
first as last that the prospect for 
getting our neighbors to agree to 
another general reciprocal ar- 
rangement is not very good. 

In fairness it is to be noted and 
remembered that the King Govern- 
ment has kept faith with the pro- 
ducers in the matter. It has made 
a try for entry for Canadian pro- 
ducts into the markets next door. 
That it has failed is not the fault 
of the Ministers at Ottawa. They 
‘‘went up against’’ the impossible, 
The United States is the master of 
its own fiscal policy, and rightly 
or wrongly the governing majority 
there conceives it to be in the in- 
terests of the country that Cana- 
dian products shall be excluded. 
That ends the argument. Cana- 
dians respect fully the right of 
other nations to take a mistaken 
course if they want to, and there 
will be no tinge of bitterness in 
the regret they feel at the refusal 
to trade upon more possible terms. 

Nor will there be any general 
desire that our Ministers should 
go begging for what Washington 
is not disposed to grant. Canada 
does not want favors; it only 
wants a chance to trade on even 
terms. If that is not acceptable 
we shall have to look elsewhere 
for markets for our products—and 
for the goods we take in exchange 
for these. 

Incidentally, of course, Canada 
has the same right as the United 
States to determine its trade pol- 
icy. If it does not want to buy 
from or sell to the United States 
any particular commodity it does 
not have to. The United States 
do not want our farm products. 
But they do want our pulp wood, 
They cannot get along without it,
